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IMPROVE  MEETS  IS  MODERS  WARFARE. 

The  improvements  In  modern  warfare  on 
the  line  of  Jeatructivenesa  are  very  decided. 
£ome  of  the  appliances  are  as  fearful 
coaid  well  be  desired.  What  with 
heavy  artillery,  eighty  ton  cannon,  guns  of 
tka  Gatling  order,  and  breech  loading  rifles, 
the  power  of  inflicting  wound*  and  death  is 
appalling  But  mercy  is  mingled  even  with 
the  increased  fatality  of  the  bsttle-fiell.  Bo- 
cause  of  this,  the  moat  recent  wars  have 
been  short.  Prussia  made  quick  work  with 
Austria  and.  again,  with  France.  The  war 
•of  Russia  with  Turkey  was  comparatively 
brief.  The  probabilities  are  that  the  pres¬ 
ent  Egyptian  struggle,  however  fierce  its 
details  may  become,  will  be  short — anless 
threatened  complications  arise  or  the  usual 
Arab  tactics  are  resorted  to  and  prove  sue- 
cfitsCal 

Means  for  caring  for  the  sick  and  wound¬ 
ed  have.  also,  greatly  advanced.  In  former 
times  this  was  a  thing  scarcely  thought  of 
and  death,  in  many  instances,  was  better 
than  wounds.  It  was  almost  a  mercy  to  kill 
iVWMttf  dirt-  ot  the  cStffiiGon  of 

the  wounded  was  lamentable.  England  lost 
more  than  six  times  as  many  who  died  of 
wounds  and  disease  in  the  hospital  as  w  ere 
killed  in  battle.'  Gangrene  carried  off  at  one 
time  four  fifths  of  those  who  had  undergone 
amputation.  The  heights  before  Sebastopo1 
were  rendered  doubly  fatal  by  reason  of  the 
indifferent  care  bestowed  upon  the  suffering 
.soldiers.  This  condition  of  things  called 
forth  at  length  the  practical  sympathies  of 
the  English  people  and  opened  the  way  for 
the  career  of  Florence  Niqhtinoalr 

One  of  the  relieving  features  of  ear  own 
•civil  war  was  the  vast  effort  of  the  peopla  to 
meet  the  wants  of  the  wounded  and  sick. 
The  deeds  of  the  Christian  and  Sanitary 
Commissions  Lave  not  yet  faded  from  the 
memory  of  the  Nation.  Now  that  England 
finds  herself  again  at  war  she  is  careful  to 
make  provision  in  advance  for  her  wounded. 
Eight  hundred  trained  nurses  have  gone 
forth  with  the  British  army,  and  every  ar¬ 
rangement  has  been  made  to  prevent,  if  pos 
Able,  disease  and  to  extend  speedy  help  to 
those  who  may  fall  in  battle.  While  deplor¬ 
ing  war,  as  a  cruel  necessity,  we  should  hail 
with  gratitude  every  mark  of  humanity  with 
which  it  is  now  accompanied.

BATTLES. 

One  of  the  moat  difficult  things  to  deter¬ 
mine  in  war  is  just  where  batches  will  oeeur. 
The  place  la  often  decided  by  the  aaexpect- 
ai  nearness  of  the  enemy.  Some  of  the 
must  important  battle*  hava  been  forced  an 
ground  not  of  the  enemy’s  choosing  aad 
which  the  assaulting  party  would  scarcely 
have  deliberately  selected.  Necessity  urged 
the  dealing  of  effective  blow*  or  a  few  ran- 
dotn  shots  brought  on  a  gener 
There  are,  Indeed,  particular  ’’lines'*  to  be 
defended  or  taken;  there  may  be  fortifica¬ 
tions  which  need  lobe  reduced  and  strategic 
points  to  be  gained.  But  the  decisive  bat¬ 
tles  may  be  fought  btyond  these  hues  and 
outside  of  oftoeefi  walla  U 

In  the  present  Egyptian  war  several 
prominent  places  prom  se  to  be  the  scenes  of 
the  chief  battles,  upon  whose  issue  will  de¬ 
pend  the  JinaU  of  the  struggle.  Tel-el- 
Kebir,  Zagaaig  aad  Cairo  are  these 

places.  The  first  is  situated  no  a  bluff  which, 
fortified  as  it  is,  will  give  the  Egyptians  the 
advantage  of  position  and,  if  defended  with 
any  spirit,  can  be  taken  only  with  great 
•serif  d»  of  life.  The  second  la  a  city  of 
siderabJe  site,  numbering  40. 000  in  habitants; 
is  the  chief  city  of  the  province  of  Chsrkye, 
and  sustains  a  vital  relation  to  tbs  Sweet 
Water  Canal  Its  capture  will  be  stubborn- 
lj  resitted,  and,  if  attained,  will  have  as 
important  hearing  epos  the  English  cam 
paign.  The  tMrd— Calrs— is  by  far  the 
most  Important  place.  As  the  capital  a I 
Egypt  Its  subjugation  would  probably  end 
the  war.  But,  defended  by  a  strong  cita^l 
in  a  commanding  position,  it  will  defy  any 
thing  hut  the  fiercest  assault  aad  the  meat 
sanguinary  efforts. 

The  fighting  of  (he  first  week,  from  Is- 
media,  was  oely  sf  the  wet u leaf  skirmishes. 
Tbs  Egyptians  gained  the  paint  of  cheeking 
the  sdvssce  of  the  English. 


A  STRASOE  VERDICT. 

Wlrh  the  ideas  of  laW  'and  order  and  of 
the  aecredneae  of  Hfe  prevailing  in  this  part 
of  our  land,  it  scarcely  Seem*  credible  that 
one  who  is  plainly  guilty  of  deliberately  and 
cooly  shooting  another  man  to  death  should 
be  promptly  acquitted,  after  a  brief  trial — 
in  which  it  appeared  that  he  had  sent  for  his 
victim  and,  upon  his  appr<*ch  and  upon  put¬ 
ting  himself  in  an  attitude  of  defense,  drew 
a  revolver  and  shot  and  mortally  wounded 

The  act  does  not  even  bear  tha  j  aerifies 
tiow  of  the  duel  code  of  honor  There  was 
no  challenge  to  mortal  combat.  No  arrange 
menu  were  made  for  this,  and  if  the  tntfr* 
dered  man  had  been  wholly  unarmed  the 
shooting,  as  the  evidence  shows,  would  just 
as  readily  have  occurred 

All  this  grew  out  of  words  In  relation  to  a 
yoong  woman,  towards  whom  both  of  the 
parties  had  been  friendly,  although  entire 
strangers  to  each  other.  The  letter  of  Oak- 
lax d,  the  -msrderer,  to  Addisun,  the  one 
slain,  was  saucy  enough  to  arouse  the  ire  of 
a  sensitive  soul,  it  will  be  granted;  but  that 
the  endorsement  of  it  by  a  gentleman  sffian 
ced  to  the  lady  should  he  deemed  worthy  of 
death  and  the  act  of  killing  be  extolled  v> 
heroic  by  even  the  ‘‘falrssx,”  be  held  as  no 
crime  by  a  jury  and  the  assailant's  acquittal 
be  lulled  with  cheers  from  the  assembled 
crowd,  reveals  a  state  of  soeiety  which  calls 
for  missionary  labor,  l'et  it  occurred  in  the 
chivalrous  South,  in  Christian  America  and 
in  the  year  of  our  Lord  1882.
